Warriors, horsemen, mercenaries, and gunslingers tear across the screen in four action 
classics comprising this month’s installment in the Cleveland Museum of Art’s year-long series of 
the 50 best movies ever made. From the U.S. are two westerns, of course: Stagecoach and The 
Searchers. And of course they’re both directed by the great John Ford. From Japan comes The 
Seven Samurai, which was reincarnated a few years later as the American western The Magnifi- 
cent Seven. Then from Britain comes Lawrence of Arabia, an elaborate camel opera of command- 
ing scope, startling depth and, given our 30-foot screen, considerable width. A 
D.W. Griffith short precedes Stagecoach. 


Sunday/7 May, 1:30 pm Stagecoach (USA, 
1939, b&w, 96 min.) Directed by John Ford, 
with John Wayne, Claire Trevor, and Thomas 
Mitchell. Landmark western about a man who 
escorts a stagecoach full of disparate characters 
through hostile Indian territory on his way to 
settling an old score. Preceded by D.W. 
Griffith’s The Battle ofElderbush Gulch (USA, 
1914, b&w, silent with music track, 19 min.) in 
which Lillian Gish and Mae Marsh battle 
Indians out West. 

Sunday/14 May, 1:30 pm The Seven Samurai 
(Japan, 1954, b&w, subtitles, 208 min.) Di- 
rected by Akira Kurosawa, with Toshiro 
Mifune and Takashi Shimura. Stirring saga of 
mercenary warriors in 16th-century Japan who 
are hired to protect a village from marauding 
bandits. Uncut version! 


Sunday/21 May, 1:30 pm The Searchers 
(USA, 1956, color, 1 19 min.) Directed by John 
Ford, with John Wayne, Jeffrey Hunter, and 
Vera Miles. An embittered, racist Civil War 
veteran spends years searching for his niece 
kidnapped by Comanches in this powerful 
drama widely regarded as the greatest western 
ever made. Restored 35mm color print! 

Sunday/28 May, 1:30 pm Lawrence of 
Arabia (UK, 1962, color, 216 min.) Directed 
by David Lean, with Peter O’Toole, Alec 
Guinness, and Anthony Quinn. Mammoth 
superproduction dramatizes how T.E. 

Lawrence united the Arabs against the Turks 
during WWI.
